GRADE CROSSINGS 


The state of New York is ready to in- 


augurate an initial program contemplat- 
ing the elimination of 105 grade cross- 
ings under a bond issue of $300.000,000 
authorized by election last j-ear. 
These 


crossings are located throughout the state 
and constitute but a small part of the to- 
tal number that should be abolished. 


But the work is expensive. The -$300.- 


000.000 will-not remove more than 500 
crossings, at the most, and that is only 
one-fifteenth of the total number of cross- 
ings in the state that should be eliminated. 
Thus we are forced to admit that while 
the elimination of grade crossings is much 
to be desired, it will be many years before 
it can be accomplished and the automo- 
bile driver who wants to live to see the day 
had better learn to be careful in the mean- 
while. 


That grade crossing accidents are not- 


alone caused by the mere fact of their lo- 
cation across a vehicle road is proven 
by figures, which show that more acci- 
dents ^occur on so-called open crossings 
than on crossings where the view is ob- . 
structed. 
This proves that the motorist - 


is "careless of his safety and does not take 
sufficient time to look before he crosses 
railroad tracks. It will be quicker, easier • 
and cheaper to cultivate careful habits of 
driving than it will be to eliminate grade 
crossings. 


EXPERT TESTIMONY REFORM 


The effort being made by the Cleveland 


Bar association to bring about a reform 
in the matter of expert testimony, should 
serve as an example to other states to go 
and do likewise. 
The injustice attendant 


upon present practices has created a 
strong sentiment for such reform. It is 
probable that upon the success of the 
Cleveland Bar association in establishing 
the desired changes will depend similar 
efforts of other bar associations. 


"\Vhile the need of reform is felt in tes- 


timony bearing upon civil cases, it is 
largely in criminal cases that expert tes- 
timony is manipulated to defeat justice. 
The greatest evil of this malpractice is 
that^the high cost of such testimony gives 
the rich criminal an advantage that is de- 
nied the less fortunate. • It is hoped for 
the general good that the Cleveland Bar 
association may achieve a signal sue -Chs.

It must be 
annoying to the poor brute who is doing the fight- 
ing. He generally appears to need some rest. 


Real massage might be worth while for a boxer. 


The effect of massage Is well known to physiolo- 
gists. Five minutes of real massage will enable the 
massaged muscles to do nearly Uyice as much work 
for a few minutes afterward. This might be utilized 
to a boxer's advantage in the one minute interval 
between rounds, or the interval rrrfght be lengthen- 
ed. The postponement of fatigue produced by five 
nwnutes of scientific massage cannot be extended 
by more prolonged massage: prolonging- the period 
of massage does not increase the capacity of the 
muscles for work. Five minutes of it is plenty. 


Kneading, not rubbing, gives 
the greatest 
in- 


crease in the working capacity of the muscles. The 
ineading process is called petrissage. 


Rubbing is mainly hokum. It Is done for scenic 


effect. 


Massage following a race or contest is of some 


value in preventing t-oreness or stiffness. The usual 
rub down is quite worthless for this purpose. The 
application of various liniments or other medica- 
ments is purely .psychological. It smells as though 
the trainer knows something. He doesn't 
really 


*now much if he uses such junk. But^perhaps lie 
wants to seem to earn his feed. If real massage has 
a little value for the prevention of muscle soreness 
after a race or contest, moderate exercise, has a 
great deal more value for the same purpose. The 
athlete should get his test when the contest 
is 


finished and when he has rested an hour or two he 
should get up and take some mild exercise. If he 
wants to avoid getting sore. 


The rub down is conspicuous in. professional ath- 


letics, where uneducated charlatans have control. 
It really belongs with the quaint old practice of 
training athletes with beef as the chief item of the 
diet.

hand. He could, have checked his left 
vith his Aunt Emma, over in BridKC- 
pore.

?aul Berlenbach and still won the title 
>y at least seven furlongH. 


Delaney's right is probably the most 


versatile right hand that ever dangled 
menacingly from a belligerent should- 
er socket. 
If there Ms anything he 


can't do with it I failed to notice what 
It was during his brisk rebellion 
against the "Castoria Assassin." 


All Carpentier could do with that 


great right hand of his was to shoot 
it straight from the shoulder. This 
meant he had to have just the opening 
he wanted before he could get results.

Industrial Commission .Urge 


Careful Study to Remove 
Hazards 


The annual flre loss In American 


cities If ten times the loss 5n Euro- 
pean cities, according- to a letter re- 
ceived by Chief George P. Me Gillan 
of the. flre department from the indus- 
trial commission of Wisconsin. The 
people, and not the insurance com- 
panies pay for this flre waste in the 
annual premiums and in increased 
cost which is purchased, the letter 
stated. In every city there are num- 
erous business men's and ' luncheon 
clubs whose prime object is to pro 
mote the welfare of the city and one 
of the most active committees of such 
clubs should.be one on safety and fire 
prevention, the commission stated. 


Such & committee should study the 


local conditions and ordinances on 
safety, and flre prevention and as a 
result of such study should secure the 
enactment of ordinance, requiring the 
flre departments to.make frequent in- 
spections of all buildings and give the 
flre chief ample power to remove fire 
.hazards. 


Other 
recommendations could be 


made, such as pointing out how flre 
hazards could be eliminated, equip- 
ping buildings with standard fire 
doors and •windows, and suggesting 
changes in the interior of buildings 
to prevent the spread of flre, the let- 
ter, said. A study of the local flre 
alarm system could be made and rem- 
edies- suggested for bettering it. 


A committee of this kind, the letter 
says, can do. more for the public good 
and safety .than any other club com- 
mittee,, during the year.

INJURY TO FARM 


Governor Tells A u d i e n c e 


Farmer Suffers from Pro- 
tective Wall 


Stratford, Wls.—Claims that the 


tariff rates on butter have aided the 
Wisconsin dairy industry were char- 
acterized by Governor John J. Elaine 
as "false." 


The Republican opponent of Sen- 


ator Irvine t,.' Lenroot who aided the 
raising of the tariff on butter, as- 
serted that tariffs so far as they apply 
to dairy products or any' other prod- 
uct of the farm are a deception. 


"Tariffs only raise prices In the 


case of commodities which can be 
controlled." Governor Elaine main' 
talned. "The fact is that upon the 
increase of tariff rates on butter, the 
price to -the farmer declined. Even 
today butter is being produced at a 
loss. 


"The steel trust benefits through 


the high tariff law because the trust 
controls Its output and dictates the 
price, and the increase in the cost 
of steel and Iron increases the cost 
of farm machinery," the governor 
continued. 


"This makes our present tariff law 


cost the farmer ten dollars for every 
dollar that he gets out of It. The 
Tarmer sells in a low market and buys 
n a highly protective tariff market. 
The farmer does not control either his 
production-or dictate the price of his 
product, as do the tariff beneficiaries. 


"I favor drastic reduction of the ex- 


orbitant duties on manufactures pro- 
vided In the Fordney-McCumber tariff 
act. so as to equalize the difference in 
the cost of production at home and 
abroad, insuring that American pro- 
ducers and labor may be protected, 
without imposing exorbitant monopoly 
prices upon every American house- 
hold."
